At the end of a week (of inves¬ 
tigation), the Saigon command hinted that the whole thing had probably been a 
mistake — and, what was worse, that the jets sent scrambling after the phantom 
choppers, had probably, been responsible for the sinking of a U. S. Navy 'Swift' 
boat in the South China Sea..."

,ing as of a jet plane before the crash — but no noise of an explosion or impact 
when it hit the ground. No military or civilian planes were reported to be miss¬ 
ing in the area..."

STONE AGE "SPACE" DISCS IN TIBET ARE NO RECORD.' Johannesburg, South Africa- 

The "talking. Stone Age Discs from outer space," which were discovered in Tibet 
recently have their exact equivalent in South Africa, but'scientists here scoff 
at the thought that they might really come from outer space... A Johannesburg man 
William H. Cable, found hundreds of the same strange discs 45 years ago while do¬ 
ing archeological work near Koffiefontein, about 75 miles southeast of Kimberley 
in the Orange Free State. "I found several of these thin stone discs up to seven 
inches across with a central hole up to two in. in diameter while digging..." The 
hills contained rock engravings of animals and workshops for primitive tools and 
weapons. Near thsm were burial places of many small people in graves 3 to 4 feet 
deep... "They are dateable from about 10,000 years ago," he said...

JUNE 1, 1968, Joliette, Que. (CP) An egg-shaped piece of rock found in the mid¬ 
dle of a burned patch of grass is the only evidence so far to substantiate reports 
last Tuesday of burning objects falling from the sky and nude little men. Paul 
Emile Desbiens, a 73 year old farmer from nearby St. Paul, about 40 miles north 
of Montreal, says he is guarding the precious piece of stone with a shotgun until 
federal authorities analyse it. He said Friday a farmer friend discovered the 
stone still hot Tuesday night after a large burning object that illuminated the 
sky fell into"a nearby field. 

Meanwhile, provincial: police here confirmed Saturday they had received several 
telephone calls Tuesday reporting that nude little men had been seen running 
along a country road. Constable Marcel Vaudreuil said no men were available to 
check out reports. He broshed off the gightings by saying: "People were just 
having illusions." He did not say how many calls had been received by police. 

NUDE MEN FLEE* However, Montreal La Presse quotes Constable Michel Michaud as 
saying he and a fellow policemen did check on the nude men reports and arrived 
on the scene in time to see them jump into a ditch and flee. No one was caught.

"There has been a quiet spell without sightings in recent 
months," Mr. Norris said, "but the U. S. Air Force investigators declared that 
JULY was the spex month for UFO appearances.

Officer Gilbert said the object was neither a star nor"a meteorite, 
as it hovered above the treetops and moved in both vertical and horizontal pos¬ 
itions.... This is the second recent sighting of a UFO in the area. Several weeks 
ago a UFO was reported to have landed in the yard of a rural Mosinee resident 

where it was observed by several membErs of the family.

"Argentines warned on Saucer Rumors" 

According to the New York Times, it was necessary for the police to 
utilize their powers to "halt concern about flying saucers by WARNING THAT 
IT WAS AGAINST THE LAW TO TALK ABOUT POSSIBLE SIGHTINGS." 

Imagine.It is now virtually a crime to even whisper the Nasty Word: 

Flying Saucers were sighted. Can you believe it? It is truly incredible, but 
ydU haven't read anything yet..] Just read on, for would you believe that in 
the "free" country of Argentina that: 

"The penal code contemplates prison terms for people who indulge in 
spreading unwarranted fear and legal action will therefore be taken 
against those who break this rule," a police communique said....... 

It sounds like the good old days, doesn't it? Seig Heil, and all that sort 
of nonesense', or is this too close to a reality that World War 11 era veterans 
and emigres have remembered with an all too dreaded recurrence that is punctuated 
with utter terror and fear? 

From Argentina: The New York Times futher reported that "Humanoids stopped 
two casino employees on their way home, held them immobile for awhile, and took 
blood samples from their fingertips."

SOME LITTLE KNOWN FACTS FOR UFO RESEARCHERS BY JOHN A. KEEL 

1. ) Recent experiments .have proven that magnetic fields alone will NOT stall 

automotsildS." Nor will a magnetic field extinguish a flashlight. On the 
other hand, magnetism can cause interference on telephones and TV sets, 
and even a toy magnet can stop a watch or clock. 

2. ) Modern telephone tapping techniques do not produce any audible sound on a 

tapped receiver. Unusual telephone static can be the result of a poorly 
soldered connection but the average phone line is soldered at only two or 
three points and can be easily checked, I suffered extreme telephone har¬ 
assment throughout 1967 and personally examined all of the equipment attach¬ 
ed to'my line in NYC. I was permitted to visit my local exchange and exam¬ 
ine the, entire installation. The security measures were impressive and it 
was obvious that my telephone problems were technically impossible . 

3. ) Radioactivity turns glass completely black. .

Investigators who publish speculations about the alleged governmental 
anti-UFO conspiracy, or ..who discuss the "conspiracy" on radio or TV ■ 
should’not be too surprised if they become the center of a superficial 
investigation by the F.B.I. or some other agency. Such speculations • 
oftenrborder on the subversive, in the view of officialdom, and the vol¬ 
untary circulation of anti-government propaganda can inspire an investig¬ 
ation to determine the researcher's political-connections, etc. UFO in¬ 
vestigators should be positive of their facts before they attempt'-to cir- 
. culate ; conspiratorial charges. Air Force dismissal of the phenomenon re¬ 
flects a routine policy and does not necessarily indicate an effort to 
suppress the "truth". • 

,10) Dreams are extremely important in this situation, believe it or not. * 

Always ask witnesses to describe whatever dreams they might have had 
before or after their sightings. If you, yourself, have any UFO-re¬ 
lated dreams try to write them down in detail while you-can still re¬ 
member them...

THE WANDERING NORTH POLE - (Reprinted from UNDERSTANDING - TO BOX 206 - Merlin, Or. 

For those concerned about a possible "polar flip" it may be comforting to 
know that an International Polar Watch has been in operation since 1899. Charles 
Hillinger, reporting in the Los Angelas Times of July 2, 1968, after-an interview 
with Leonard Caouettep has this to say: 

The fact that the geographic North Pole never stays put is one of those unsolved 
mysteries that has baffled scientists for generations. In each 14 month period 
the North Pole wanders about in a mostly counterwise manner in a 72 ft. square. 
Since 1900 the North Pole has been moving toward Greenland at more than half a 
foot a year... At Ukiah, Calif., Leoanard Caouette is one of ten astronomers in 
the world who man five tiny "backyard" observatories, termed "ice houses", which 
keep track of the North Pole's zig-zag path. These five stations all lie on the 
same parallel, 39-.degrees 8 minutes north latitude, to obtain uniform computations.

CHRISTIANITY IN THE INTERPLANETARY SPACE AGE 
( From the London Observer by Charles Foley) 

ROME — The role of Christianity in the space age, with it's possible dis¬ 
covery of intelligent creatures on other planets, is under consideration by Roman 
Catholic theologians, and first attempts to face a new range of problems are be¬ 
ing made. 

Considerable support emerged during the Vatican Council for Belgium Bishop 
Andre Charue's suggestion that the old church concept of Heaven and Earth "is out 
of date in this interplanetary age," Several bishops followed Charue in saying 
that matters concerning the space age - and even space beings - should be serious¬ 
ly considered. It has been left to the rector of the Roman College for Juridical 
Studies, Rev. Msgr. Roberto Masi, to come up with some preliminary answers. Al¬ 
though the fruit of several years’ study, they are, he says, far from conclusive 
if only because "Holy Scripture is always giving us new meanings." 

Naturally, priests will, in time, travel in space with the astronauts, says 
Msgr. Masi, as they travel already in conventional aircraft. "But if one day 
the conquest of space brings us into contact with intelligent extra-terrestial 
beings, the church cannot try to convert them." What does Msgr. Masi think of 
the likelihood of such an encounter ? "It cannot be excluded, when you consider 
that in our galaxy alone there are 100 million stars, many of which have planets. 
The most elementary calculation of the chanees allows one to think that on some 
of these one will find life-supporting conditions similar to those on Earth. 

Before Dod's omnipotence, how can we pretend to know that he hasn't created other 
beings gifted with souls ?" 

And if they have souls, what is their spiritual state ? While no pronounce¬ 
ment from the church need be expected yet, Msgr. Masi says, we know that beings 
on other worlds would have the same creator as ourself and may be assumed to obey 
the same natural and moral laws. "The Almighty, however, may have given them 
different gifts requiring a different form of faith. One of the chief differences 
would be this: While we on Earth are all marked by original sin, extra- terrestr¬ 
ial beings aren't Adam's descendants. It may be that their first forefathers 
sinned as Adam did; and it may not be. Let us suppose that he was a sinner. 

Then either his progeny have been redeemed, or they await a redeemer of their 
own.In the first instance, their redemption may well have been manifested itself 
in a different shape than ours. It does not at all follow that Jesus descended 
among them in the same form as he did among us 2,000 years ago; he may instead 
have been incarnated in quite a different form "applicable" to them, which only 
they could recognize. 

"It follows them, that these strange beings with their own redeemer will not 
have the religious forms and not even, as symbol of that faith, the cross. Inter¬ 
planetary missionaries wuuld be at a disadvantage." Suppose,;however, that they 
found our extra-terrestrial nieghbors to be unredeemed ? Even so, says the lead¬ 
ing Catholic theologian, they could not try to convert them. Why not ? "For the 
simple reason," Msgr. Masi replies, "that Jesus Christ has given us a mandate for 
this world only. Priests could land on other planets only to minister to the 
astronauts and continue their mission among the children of Adam."

Saint Thomas Aquinas noted that in Genesis the creator made the sun, moon 
and stars for man but that did not exclude that they could benefit other beings. 
Nor has Catholic thinking, says Msgr. Masi, since the acceptance of Copernican 
theories of the universe, ever rejected the thought of life on other worlds. 
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As for the chance these beings might be "pure spirit", that offers no prob¬ 
lem since "immaterial beings do not occupy space, and so astronauts wuuld not 
encounter them. Space is a concept foreign to their nature. It's like asking 
whether the color white is morally good or bad." 

Perhaps there could be beings of "pure energy" ? Msgr. Masi admits the hy¬ 
pothesis, but insists these would be corporate beings, even if not readily iden¬ 
tifiable by human senses. If we agree that "the extra-terrestrials" have their 
own, distinct physical attributes, we may also suppose that their moral and intel¬ 
lectual equipment will be diverse; it may well, in Msgr. Masi's view, be superior 
to ours. 

"In’the scale of beings," he says, "there is a strange and sudden interrupt¬ 
ion. From the very lowest form of life on Earth, the ameoba, to man, there is a 
recognizable ascent. And among the angels, too, this occurs: from the less per¬ 
fect we come to the archangels closest to God. But between man and the angels 
there is an inexplicable gap. 

"Could it not be that this is, in reality, filled by a series of living 
brings of different species of which we as yet know nothing ?" The idea, like 
much of Msgr. Masi's thought, may be disturbing. It plants the clear suspicion 
that in the spatial contacts of the future we shall have a good deal more to 
learn than teach... *##*#**#*

PALO ALTO, : California - A new breed of space age scientist is mapping ocean 
bottoms, prospecting continents for precious metals and exploring the compo¬ 
sition of the., sun --- all without leaving the confines of a photographic dark- 
r oom. 

Utilizing a new technique called " MULTISPECTRAL ANALYSIS ", these pioneers 
can detect what previously was undetectable in common BLACK and WHITE snap¬ 
shots taken from the air over land and water. The highly sophicticated technique, 
now under development at the Space and Re-Entry Systems Division of Philco- Ford 
Corp., even has pinpointed schools of fish in the ocean, uncovered earthquake 
faults and differentiated between varieties of pine trees in a photograph taken 
from a satellite. "There's a whole new world of information to be gleaned from 
photographs that are stuck away in file cabinets," said Reece Jensen, project 
director. "Without launching a single new satellite or taking another picture, 
we...could be busy for years just analyzing these old pictures for the information 
they contain. " What Philco scientists are basically doing, Jensen explained, is 
"enhancing" the contrast already .present in the emulsion on the photographic 
print. 

While a stretch of desert, for example, may appear all "grey" in an ordinary 
picture, it actually is a series of subtle color changes because of difference in 
density and composition. Although these slight color changes cannot be seem by 
the human eye, even in the biggest enlargements, they are present on the film. 
Philco's problem was to find a way to make the differences highly visible. Don 
Ross, a staff scientist working with Jensen, came up with the workable anser. 

Ross assigns each of the.grey color levels an arbitrary rating of yellow, red, 
blue or ornage. By filtering out the color levels as many as 18 times, Ross 
creates a series of transparencies in vivid hues that allows details that pre¬ 
viously were all grey to be distinguished.... 

Ross has perfected the technique for color photographs with the same enhancement 
of.detail. Hence the process can "see through" a blue ocean surface and DETECT 
differences - in the ocean bottom that are reflected as minor differences in sur¬ 
face color. Certain "ground truths" are necessary to interpret the pictures, 

Ross said. Rock samplings, ocean currents and terrain geography, for example, 
will tell scientists exactly what each color shade means. In a possible oil 
producing area, scientists will look for the "signature" or color code of salt 
domes found near the surface of oil deposits. Geologists looking.for gold will 
study photographs for signs of the color code indicating gold-bearing ores. 
Oceanographers are interested in utilizing multispectal analysis to chart ocean 
bottoms and map marine life. Astronomers can study the surface of planets, and 
foresters can even detect signs of new tree diesease. Presently, Philco can 

analize a photograph in about two days far a price of about $500 - a bargain 

when one considers the potential discoveries.

RIDDLES IN THE ROCK BY T. A. CONRAD RONALD CALAIS —REPORTER

Bizarre 'fossils’ which contemporary scientists are at a loss to explain. 

Are they remmants left behind by some long vanished civilization, or do they 
represent evidence of extraterrestrial visitations? The term fossil was first 
used by the Romans who applied the name to unusual objects which were extracted 
from the earth. Since that time man has adopted this word to signify the remains 
'of some organism that existed in the geological past. These ancient Belies have 
become the source 'of much of man's knowledge of the physical history of our world. 
Today they are commonly found amongst the stratified rock beds of roadsides or 
cliffs. But - now and again some strange oddity crops, up from nature's tomb to 
plague the geographically minded, and scientists find themselves in wild spec- 
ulation. Groping feebly for an answer. The following case serves as an excell¬ 
ent example. 

Somewhere in the musty storage room of a natviral history museum there lies 
T a fist size chunk of orthoclase feldspar. It was mined from the Abbey Tunnels 
near Treasure City, Nevada, in November of 1869. Upon examination one ban clear¬ 
ly see that it is indeed an unusual rock, for embedded deep within it is the im¬ 
pression of a two inch screw. Having originally been of iron (so it was surmised) 
the screw itself did not remain, but had left a perfect contour, with a regular 
, ri , pitch that slowly tapered toward the end. The shocking fact is that this partic- 
.ular specimen of feldspar pre-dated the antiquity of man himself — by millions 
of years. So annoying was this erratic, that it was quickly shipped to the San 
Francisco Academy of Science and quickly forgotton — a fate which has befallen 
many such discoveries^ ... - - .. 

Returning from California, a doctor had brought with him a piece of aurifer¬ 
ous quartz, which, when accidentally dropped, split open to reveal a small,slight¬ 
ly corroded, nail. In Kingoodie quarry. Northern England, another nail was 
found, but this time in a. nine inch piece of stone. It was uncovered in a bed of 
glacial till - (a formation of pebbles and rock debris carried and deposited by 
vast sheets of ice which covered the major portion of the northern hemisphere 
during the Pleistocene ). About half of the badly corroded nail was protruding 
from the rockj the remainder was projected into the hill. The nail itself dates 
back into history at least ten or twelve thousand years, since the "Ice Age" 
ended around this time. It is more probable, although, that it is somewhat older 
because the object would have had t(5 be deposited and embedded in the formation 
from which the rock was being formed before it was carried to that locality by 

the advancing ice sheets. This is a process which geologists will assure you, 

takes many additional thousands of years. 

The assortment of such unusual objects man has mangged to uncover staggers 
the imagination. They range from not only diversified types of nails and screws 
, but also consist of instruments, coins, statuettes and even geometrical metal 
cubes such as the block of material found in. an Austrian coal mine in 1885. It 

now stands in the Salisbury Museum — a most annoying exhibit that refuses to be 

explained. The coal bed in which it was found is of Tertiary age (between 12 and 
70 million years ago). The composition of the object was concluded to be iron, 
carbon and a small quantity of nickel. Then it must be a meteorite you sgy?? 

If so, it's in a class by itself, for* there is a perfect incision all around it 
and two of its faces which are opposite are also rounded. The possiblty of it 
being a crystal of pyrite has also been nullified. There isn't a trace of sul¬ 
phur in it. And the composition of pyrite is FeS2. 
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If the cube were shaped by the hands of men after it had fallen to the 
earth as a meteorite, then'the people responsible were of high intellect... 
the metal is virtually as hard as a fine grade of steel. This brings one to 
the startling suggestion of an extraterrestrial origin. It seems that the 
late Charles Fort held similar thoughts concerning the discovery when he stated: 
"If in coal forming times, in Scotland, there were indigenous to this earth, no 
men cabaple of making such an iron instrument, it may have been left behind by 
visitors from OTHERRWORLDS." 

But the amazing record only begins here. In June of 1851, a powerful blast 
near Dorchester, Mass.,cast out from a solid mass of stone, a BELL shaped vessel 
of UNKNOWN METAL. Floral designs were inlaid with silver. Again, in this same 
year, at Whiteside County, Illinois, the twisting bit of a well driller brought 
to light two copper rings from a sand bed one hundred and twenty feet below the 
surface. 20 years later, near Chillicothe, Illinois, drillers extaacted a bronze 
coin from one hundred and fourteen feet beneath the ground. Another bit of con¬ 
vincing evidence that man had been here in the ancient past - but hhat type of 
man, or from where they came or went, no one can say for sure. 

Yet several scraps of evidence have given scientific minds a feeble hint as 
to what these people were like. At the head of Spring Valley near Eureka, Nev. 
a party of four prospectors were working the barren hills in July, 1877, one of 
them noticed a peculiar object projecting from a ledge of rock, and his curiosity 
forced him to climb up the cliff for a better look. He was stunned to find a 
leg bone of a human being, broken off just above the knee. After chipping away 
the surrounding quartzite, it was brought to Eureka where medical doctors exam¬ 
ined it carefully. It was unquestionably human, as -knee to heel it measured 39 
inches...the man who owned it once towered 12 feet in the air — twice the stat¬ 
ure of a normal man today. 

Near Brayton, on the head-waters of the Tennesee River, huge human foot¬ 
prints are to be seen embedded in solid shale. The tracks consist of man-like 
heels 13 inches wide with 6 toed feet and giant hoofprints measuring 8 to 10 
inches. This indicates the animal, whatever kind it was, and the giant, existed 
c ontemporaneously. 

In 1926, two human molars found their way to the surface from a Montana 
coal mine. Being three times the size of normal, present! day ones, plus the 
fact they were in layers dating thirty million years old made quite a big 
commotion among scientists of that time. An entire skeleton was found by sol¬ 
diers digging a pit at Lampock Ranch, California in 1833. The 12 foot giant 
was surrounded by carved shells, huge stone axes and large blocks of porphyry 
covered with unintelligible symbols. 

A similar find was made on the island of Santa Rosa. But to cover all un¬ 
ique discoveries in the last two hundred years would take volumes. The few I 
have mentioned above are evidence enough —— evidence which points to the fact 
that there was, in ages past, a race of men, whether of huge stature or not, 
that could once have lived on - or visited - our planet, and left only frag¬ 
mentary proof of their passing. If indeed they were not native to this world, 
then they may still be paying us visits!

DEAD HQRSE. FOUND NEAR SIGHTING OF UFO ...

‘ A Calgary, Alta, chiropractor apparently has been involved in an incident 
similar to the Alahose, Colorado case involving the death of a horse owned by 
Mrs. Berle Lewis. The Calgary gentleman, who prefers to remain anonymous, was 
riding his horse on August 23, 1967 on the Sarcee Reserve one mile east of Twin 
Bridges at approximately 8:00 PM. The evening was quiet and clear with no wind. 
Suddenly, the man’s Horse became alert and stiff and he thought thhere might be 
a wild animal in the vicinity. The horse became quite violent and almost uncon¬ 
trollable.

At this point, the witness noted a low flying cloud ahead of him that appear¬ 
ed to be quite low to the ground and the man judged it to be about 50 to 70 ft. 
across. The horse calmed down slightly however it was still visibly nervous. As 
the man observed the cloud moving slowly at a 45 degree angle, an egg-shaped ob¬ 
ject partially emerged from its interior. The solid-looking craft was the color 
of "bliiish silver steel" and appeared to have a rounded undercarriage with vent¬ 
like structures leading to a "dome". It seemed apparent that the object was 
watching the man and the antics of his horse. The vehicle then rose with the 
cloud still covering it’ and veered off to the southwest horizon.

There w ere no'other witnesses to the sighting although it did occur in tha 
midst of numerous reports from the Calgary area. There appears to be a definite 
attraction of animals to UFOs and we will examine some of those cases in future 
bulletins. A report similar to the Colorado and Alberta incidents is presently 
und#r investigation by CAPR0 and further details will be forthcoming in the 
next issue. 
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WILL THE REAL JOHN KEEL PLEASE STAND UP JJJ 


An absurd nationwide campaign to discredit me has been brought to my attention 
by several reliable sources. According to my informants, phone calls and letters 
are now circulating which claim that the "real John Keel" has been kidnapped by 
the UFO's and a cunningly constructed "android" resembling the original has been 
substituted in his place. People who should know better are actually contribut¬ 
ing to the circulatipn of this totally insane rumor. It is a further indication 
of the sickness and paranoia which pervades the UFO field generally. No-one has 
attempted to check out or verify this rumor in any manner. I am freely available 
for interviews and appear frequently in public, on radio, TV, and at lectures. 

My persoaail friends .in New York are mainly newspapermen, radio and TV personal - 
ities, and editors. These friends are in constant touch with me, of course, and 
most have known me for many years. Any one of them would hapily discuss the mat¬ 
ter ; if approached and would certainly verify that the present John Keel is the 
same fellow*who has been around for years. 

Since this idiotic rumor could be destructive to my professional reputation, 
it was necessary for me to track it down to its sources. Through the cooperation 
of several who received these nonsensical calls and letters, that source has been 
determined and the entire matter has been turned over to my attornies who assure 
me that the proper legal steps will be taken. The individuals who have been label¬ 
ing a "Spaceman" will now have an opportunity to present their evidence in a court 
of law. 

For twenty years the UFO buffery has been thriving on rumors, myths and 
character assassination. It is time that a stern example should be made of 
those unstable individuals who have kept the field in unnecessary ferment. 

Ufology in the United States has always been disorganized, inept, dominated by 
neurotic individuals who simple-minded "beliefs" have transcended the actual 
facts of the situation. I think that I have almost single-handedly brought many 
important but hitherto neglected appects of the phenomenon into the open and have 
led the way to more fruitful research. Somo of my findings have been controver¬ 
sial because I do not run with the pack and I dig deeper than most. 

It is clear that there are elements within the ufological field who would 
like very much to discredit me so they can continue with their own childish, un¬ 
substantiated fantasies. Responsible researchers should recognize this and 
should be more mature and logical in their approach to these rumors. Far more 
attention should be paid to the actual problems in the phenomenon, and less time 
and effort should be devoted to the circulation of harmful ... even dangerous... 
myths and rumors. A large part of the "mystery" has actually been created by 
the buffs themselves through their devotion to these ridiculous and untenable 
fables...

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MYSTERIOUS 'PINK SLIME' FOUND IN REMOTE FARM AREA JJJ

A vial of mysterious pink substance found on the ground in a rural part of 
British.Columbia has not yet been classified as "being of this earth" after 
weeks of testing. The mystery began when surveyor Doug Hebert found a quan¬ 
tity of the stuff on the ground in the Fort Langley area. He told his sister 
Dona Bnady and she asked him to get a sample. 

It was three weeks later, during which time it had rained heavily, that Hebert 
returned to the spot and gathered a "few quarts of the stuff." It was obviously 
not water soluble, not inflammable, had no taste, no smell andappeared to be a 
semi fluid, pink gelatin compound. A sample was taken to a chemical analyst in 
Vancouver who, after some examination, said he could not define it and referred 
the matter to the B. C. Research Council at the University of British Columbia. 

After a cursory examination of the mystery stuff, the Council recommended the in¬ 
vestigation be handled by. the leading chemical analyst in Western Canada^ Coast 
Eldridge Engineers and Chemists Ltd. W. Elsdon, Chief of that Company's chemical 
division, contracted with Phenomena to have the substance analysed. 

The vial was subjected to a spectographic analysis to determine "whether it con¬ 
tained common elements of this world". This analysis was described as being a 
test in a furnace at 100 degrees centigrade to test the volatility of the stuff. 
The loss on ignition would show the percentage of organic or inorganic involve¬ 
ment and the extent of it volatility. 

A preliminary report described the stuff as a "moisture-containing gel". The 
next report said that the stuff was 99.4% water with less than \ of 1% inorganic 
material in it. There were minute amounts of aluminum. (.006%), no cobalt, some 
silicons, .001% copper, some iron, no lead, traces of calcium, magnesium, mang¬ 
anese, no titanium, some berilium, no nickle, some zinc and vanadium, and stron¬ 
tium and no tim. Period. 

Was it Bentonite, the gelatin substance that’s dropped from aircraft to extin¬ 
guish forest fires ? Percy Lotzer, assistant general manager of Skyway Air 
services, the only users of Bentonite in the Langley area, said no Bentonite 
had been dropped until a demonstration at the Langely Airport May 26.... 

Hebert picked up the stuff May 5...

Water diviners have never been scientifically accepted. Yet unlike other super¬ 
stitions, water divining has still many supporters.
